THE  HAWAII 

COMMEMORATIVE  HALF  DOLLAR 

The  Hawaii,  or  Capt.  Cook 
Half  Dollar  of  1928  was  struck 
to  commemorate  the  150th 
anniversary  of  the  discovery 
of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  by 
Capt.  James  Cook,  R.N. , in 
1778,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  establishing  a 
Captain  James  Cook  memorial 
collection  in  the  archives  of 
the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

"The  coins  authorized  shall 
be  issued  only  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  Cook  Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial  Commission  of  Hawaii" 
who  had  charge  of  their  dis- 
tribution. They  set  a price 
of  $2.00  each  on  these 
souvenirs  which  were  sold  to 
the  public  by  the  Bank  of 
Hawaii,  Ltd.,  Honolulu , Hawaii . 
The  designs  were  drawn  by 
Miss  Juliette  May  Frazer, 
the  well-known  Honolulu 
ar tis  t . 

Obverse : has  a profile  bust 
of  Capt.  Cook  facing  left; 
above,  "United  States  of 
America;"  to  left,  "Capt. 

James  Cook,  Discoverer  of 
Hawaii;"  to  right,  "In  God 
We  Trust;"  below,  "Half 
Dollar." 

Reverse : shows  an  Hawaiian 
warrior  chief  in  full  regalia, 
gaining  the  summit  of  a hill. 
This  represents  Hawaii  aris- 
ing from  obsurity.  The  chief 
holds  out  his  right  hand  in 
welcome.  Behind  him  is  a 
cocoanut  tree,  denoting  ro- 
mance. In  the  distance  is  an 
Hawaiian  village  of  grass 
huts,  nestled  along  Waikiki 
Beach  at  the  foot  of  Diamond 
Hill,  denoting  history  and 
antiquity.  In  lower  left 
field,  "E  Pluribus  Unum;" 
below,  "1778-1928."  This  is 
the  only  commemorative  coin 
so  far  issued  for  the  posses- 
sions of  the  United  States. 

The  celebration  was  held  in 
August  and  on  October  8,  1928 
the  Bank  of  Hawaii,  Ltd.  sold 
the  last  of  these  coins,  and 
it  is  stated  "they  were  well 
dis  tributed . " 

10,008  were  coined  in  June, 
1928,  and  shipped  to  the 
Islands.  50  were  struck  in 
sand-blast  proof,  for  special 
distribution,  the  last  coin 
proofs  issued  from  the  U.S; 
Mints . 

As  President  Hoover  and 
Secretary  Mellon  were  opposed 
to  issuing  any  more  commemor- 
ative coins,  and  bills  for 
that  purpose  which  had  passed 
Congress,  were  vetoed  on  the

THE  BROCK  TOKENS  OF  CANADA 

These  coins  were  issued  as 
private  tokens  by  a business 
firm  in  Toronto,  and  five  of 
the  six  varieties  have  a com- 
memorative inscription  to  Sir 
Isaac  Brock,  the  herp  of  Upper 
Canada  during  the  War  of  1812 

Sir  Isaac  Brock  was  appoint- 
ed the  provisional  lieutenant- 
governor  and  commander  of  the 
military  forces  of  Upper 
Canada  in  1810,  and  was  made 
a Major  General  in  1811.  He 
was  the  most  successful  of 
the  British  generals  during 
the  War  of  1812.  It  was  he 
that  led  the  force  that  com- 
pelled the  surrender  of  the 
American  general  Hull  at 
Detroit  in  August.  He  was 
knighted  for  this  and  his 
other  exploits  during  the  cam- 
paign. 

An  armistice  was  signed 
after  the  defeat  of  General 
Hull,  and  was  effective  until 
September.  Shortly  there- 
after, the  Americans  made  an 
attack  on  the  Niagara  fron- 
tier. A corps  of  Americans 
under  General  Renesselaer 
crossed  the  Niagara  river  on 
the  morning  of  October  13 , 1812  . 

A foothold  was  obtained  on 
the  heights  above  the  town  of 
Queenston  by  a detachment 
under  Captain  Wood,  afterward 
a distinguished  American  gen- 
eral . General  Brock  moved  his 
troops  from  the  village  of 
Niagara  and  attempted  to  dis- 
lodge this  force  from  the 
heights.  Brock  was  mortally 
wounded  while  leading  the 
charge.  His  men  continued 
the  battle,  but  were  unable 
to  overwhelm  the  Americans 
until  they  were  reinforced  by 
troops  under  Major  General 
Sheaffe.  The  Americans  were 
finally  forced  to  retreat 
across  the  river. 

This  battle  was  a popular 
subject  with  the  citizens  of 
Toronto,  and  the  tokens 
issued  in  1816  by  the  firm  in 
Toronto  were  so  well  received 
that  they  were  issued  for 
several  years.  This  accounts 
for  the  number  of  varieties. 
These  tokens  were  lighter  in 
weight  than  the  usual  bank 
tokens . 

The  design  on  the  obverse 
depicts  an  urn, on  a pedestal, 
the  latter  inscribed  "FEL/0CT 
13/1812."  Over  the  urn  are 
two  angels  holding  a laurel 
wreath.  This  design  is  said 
to  be  a representation  of  the 
old  monument  erected  to  the 
memory  of  General  Brock  at

Queenston  Heights  when  his  re- 
mains were  moved  there  from 
Fort  George.  This  monument 
was  blown  up  by  a fanatic 
Irishman  on  Good  Friday  1840. 

A new  monument  was  erected  by 
public  subscription,  and  this 
commanding  columwith  a 
statue  of  Brock,  now  crowns 
the  heights,  and  the  battle- 
field is  now  a public  park. 
There  is  also  a monument  to 
General  Brock  in  Saint  Paul's 
Cathedral  in  London. 

There  are  very  minor  dif - 
ferences  which  distinguish 
these  five  varieties  of  the 
Brock  tokens.  Most  of  these 
differences  are  in  the  spac- 
ing between  the  words  SUCCESS 
and  WORLD  in  the  legend  - 
"SUCCESS  TO  COMMERCE  & PEACE 
TO  THE  WORLD"  around  the  edge 
of  the  reverse  of  the  coins. 
In  the  center  of  the  field  of 
the  reverse  is  the  date  1816, 
with  a radiated  ornament  abo\e 
and  another  below  the  date. 

One  of  the  varieties  of  the 
tokens  issued  by  this  same 
firm  does  not  have  a com- 
memorative inscription.  This 
token  has  a ship  to  the  right 
in  the  center  of  the  field 
and  the  legend  - SUCCESS  TO 
THE  COMMERCE  OF  UPPR.  & L0WR. 
CANADA"  around  the  edge  of 
the  obverse.  The  reverse  is 
the  same  as  used  in  the  other 
Brock  tokens.

FERDINAND  MAXIMILAN 

Mexico  is  the  only  country 
in  the  northern  hemisphere 
which  can  claim  two  emperors. 
One  was  native-born;  the  other 
of  royal  European  blood. 

Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximi- 
lian of  Hapsburg  was  born  on 
July  6,  1832,  at  Vienna.  He 
was  the  second  son  of  His 
Imperial  Apostolic  Majesty, 
Francis  Charles,  and  the  Arch- 
duchess Sophia. 

As  a youth  he  travelled 
widely.  On  one  trip  he  met 
IVincess  Maria  Carlotta 
Amalia  of  Belgium,  and  married 
her  in  1857.  His  brother, 
Emperor  Francis  Joseph,  did 
not  agree  with  his  liberal 
principals  and  ambitions. 

England,  Spain,  and  France 
were  owed  a great  deal  of 
money  by  Mexico.  Using  this 
for  an  excuse,  the  French 
Emperor  proposed  to  set  Maxi- 
milian up  as  Emperor  of  Mexi- 
co. England  and  Spain  soon 
withdrew  from  the  project. 


FERDINAND  MAXIMILAN

Maximilian  demanded  a plebis- 
cite be  held  to  demonstrate 
popular  favor  in  the  project. 
Although  shouts  of  "Fraud" 
were  heard,  Maximilian  ac- 
cepted the  results  of  the 
plebiscite . 

On  April  10,  1864,  he  ac- 
cepted the  throne  and  on 
May  28,  1864,  arrived  at  Vera 
Cruz  on  the  ship  Vera  Cruz. 

The  second  Emperor  of  Mex- 
ico was  blonde,  blue-eyed, 
well-propDrtioned , and  digni- 
fied. He  was  widely  read  and 
spoke  fluently  in  six 
languages . 

He  ruled  from  April  10,  1864 
to  May  15,  1857.  His  first 
two  years  were  influenced  by 
Napoleon  III  of  France,  who 
had  set  him  up  there  in  the 
first  place.  When  the  affeirs 
of  Napoleon  became  entangled 
in  international  difficulties, 
Maximilian  was  left  on  his 
own.  These  last  few  months 
of  personal  rule  failed  to 
reconcile  the  warring  factions 
in  Mexico,  and  his  conserva- 
tives fell  to  Juarez*  repub- 
licans . 

He  initiated  many  good  laws 
but  f ew  vere  carried  out. 

Toward  the  last  of  his  rule 
his  influence  did  not  extend 
much  beyond  the  valley  of 
Mexico.  His  emperorship  was 
marked  by  grand  balls  and 
elegant  court  affairs. 

In  March  1867,  he  fled  to 
Queretaro.  After  a 72  day 
siege,  on  May  15th,  he  sur- 
rendered to  Juarez*  forces. 
Following  a trial,  which  was 
a farce,  he  was  executed  on 
June  19, 

The  failure  of  Maximilian 
was  greatly  due  to  the  lack  of 
support  by  Napoleon  III.  His 
death  was  an  answer  of  the 
Latin  Race  of  the  New  World 
to  European  attempts  to  re- 
gain power.  Also,  it  was  a 
warning  from  the  United 
States  to  Europe  to  keep  out 
of  the  affairs  of  the  western 
hemisphere . 

Some  of  the  most  beautiful 
coinage  of  the  hemisphere 
occured  during  Maximilian's 
reign.  The  peso  and  fifty 
centavo  coins  bore  his  por- 
trait, as  did  the  twenty  peso 
gold  coin.  Minor  coins  of 
bronze  bore  his  name  but  not 
his  portrait. 

The  coins  of  Maximilian  wa~e 
the  first  in  Mexico  to  use 
the  metric  system.
